Workman Killed at Morrissey-' 
Serious Happenings In 
the Mines. 



Morrissey, II. C, Nov. 11. — A work- 
man named Capelle was probably fatal- 
ly injured here to-day by falling thirty- 
six feet off a trestle work connecting 
coal bins with coke ovens. 

Yesterday morning a rope-rider was 
accidentally killed in the mines by being 
crushed by coal cars on which ho was 
riding, lie tried to speak, but couldn't, 
as bis breast was crushed in, and lie 
expired in a few minutes, 

'Several underground men have been 
arrested and taken to Kernio in charge 
of three constables to stand trial for 
carrying matches in the mines. As the 
ignition of a match iu the workings is 
almost certain to result in an explosion 
of gttS, with consequent great loss of 
life, this In a very serious offence.

LXTE RXAT I O NAL MORALITY. 



The Hague tribunal lias completed the 
adjustment of the various claims against 
Venezuela. We do not know whether 
those wove claims put forward by the 
governments of the various countries as 
BUch, or claims- put forward by them 
mi behalf of private citizens, or partly 
(he one and partly the other. But we 
do know that the governments have 
Jiecu put in the position of having made 
these claims as of right, and it is a dis- 
grace to civilization and a scandalous 
tiling that they should have done so. 
Venezuela is a weak, vexed and troub- 
lous country. Here we have France, 
Germany, Great Britain and the United 
'States, live of the greatest nations in 
Christendom, claiming $22,075,000 from 
a miserable little hand-to-mouth repub- 
lic like Venezuela, and receiving from 
n court of justice $1,937,000, or about 
ten per cent, of their claims. Great 
(Britain was the most moderate brigand 
of the lot, being awarded over fifty per 
cent, of her claims. Germany received 
about thirty per cent., France about six- 
teen per cent., Spain about fifteen per 
cent., and the United States between 
two and three per cent. It cannot be 
fairly suid that this is the discrimina- 
tion of a European tribunal against the 
United States, because that country re- 
ceived the second highest award. The 
difference lies in the amount of the 
claim. The United States claimed i>lo,- 
390,000. Britain was the most modest, 
claiming only $225,000. But Britain has 
certain claims in connection with rail- 
ways not yet adjudicated upon. It 
would have taken Venezuela thirty 
years to have paid off the claims in 
full. As it is, Venezuela can pay oft" 
the awards in three years. It is quite 
evident 'that nations, acting in their in- 
dividual capacity against other nations, 
are not governed by ethical principles at 
all. It is true that such an institution 
as The Hague tribunal is a tribute to 
the fact that ethical principles, upon 
which international disputes should be 
settled, do actually exist. But it is the 
same kind of 'tribute ns that offered by 
our civil courts in private matters. 
There are many thousands of men and 
women who have never sued or been 
sued in their lives, and who would con- 
sider it disgraceful to lie a party to 
a lawsuit unless they honestly consid- 
ered the other party to be a cheat, or 
were themselves unable to meet an obli- 
gation which they admitted. Doubtless 
in the larger concerns of business com- 
plications arise hi which an appeal to 
■the courts is the most rational and 
easiest way of obtaining a definite set- 



(French, that man is an inventor 
who discovers some general scien- 
tific principle, to Anglo-Saxons, that 
innu is alone an inventor who ap- 
plies scientific principles to the consum- 
mation of some practical advantage. 
The two races possess different ideas 
of what an invention is, and it is not 
surprising that they rather despise each 
other's ideas. In this respect there is 
practically no difference between the 
American and the Briton. The former 
has, from a great variety of now cir- 
cumstances, had rather larger scope for 
the mechanical adaptability flliillTll by 
both. For t'ho pure man of science 
neither race has ever shown n very pro- 
found respect, while both have been 
effusive over the man of science who 
has condescended to the practical appli- 
cation of his discoveries. A concrete in- 
stance of their different attitudes may 
be found in the fact that in France sub- 
marine and aerial navigation has had 
more attention given to it than in any 
other country. At the same time it is 
probable that an Anglo-Saxon will first 
apply the science of submarine and 
aerinl navigation to actual use. So far 
as Groat Britain and America are con- 
cerned, this individual will lie the real 
inventor, and entitled to honor as such. 
If any Frenchman were to claim credit 
for the vast amount of research in 
France which preceded this phase of 
tho matter, the average Anglo-Saxon re- 
ply would be, "Oh! The French may 
have discovered the principle of the 
thing, lmt they could make no use of 
it." Nor would any amount of Gallic 
fuming niter the Anglo-Saxon's calm 
conviction ns to where the real fame 
of 'discovery was due. It is a constitu- 
tional difference between the two races 
which occasions M. lluret's indignant 
comment upon the complacency of the 
United States over its inventiveness.

But there is one 
feature of the case to which we can- 
not help drawing attention, namely, the 
supposed strategic value of chose islands. 
It is the Ottawa Citizen, we think, 
which -accuses the London Times of in- 
accuracy in stating that the islands have 
no strategic value. It remarks that as 
they are only distant a dozen miles from 
Port Simpson modern long range guns 
must make them dangerous. That would 
be a perfectly valid argument, provided 
there were any possibility of keeping 
and operating guns on those islands in 
face of an enemy. The strategic value 
of a place depends not merely upon what 
it commands, but upon what it is com- 
manded by.

New York, Nov. 11 — Today's stock mar- 
ket was literally swamped under the tor- 
rent of Pennsylvania stock, the total sales 
of which nmnherde almost half as much us 
-the aggregate shares Qf all other stocks sold 
during the day. During the early part of 
the day the contrary movement In United 
States Stcei preferred served us an onset 
to the downward course in Pennsylvania. 
Kut the persistency of the latter movement 
ultimately undermined the market and de- 
termined Its general tendency. As a re- 
sult net losses o" 1 to IV. are Indicated 
lor manv of the prominent active stocks. 
United States Steel preferred Is not In- 
cluded, that stock again bavlug closed 
i.nehangcd from last night and from the 
night before. It ranged as high as 1 over 
last nleut's level and lost Its rise In sym- 
pathy with the weakness of Pennsylvania. 
There vere heavy short covering operations 
in the United States Steel preferred, but 
tliev were not very evident elsewhere. Con- 
victon w:is very general that genuine liqui- 
dation of Pennsylvania was on n very largo 
scale. The larsc volume of new bonds Is- 
sued by subsidiary companies coupled with 
the recent expansion In the companies' 
capital stock and the consequent large In- 
crease In the requirements upon earnings in 
order to maintain the present rate of re- 
turn on bunds and stocks, was acknowl- 
edged In the liquidation. There was Inter- 
ested discussions, whatever there might 
have been of credence, of a theory that the 
Standard Oil Company party were In con- 
trol of United States Steel, with a conse- 
ntient power to vote enormous freight tar- 
iffs of the corporation to railroad Interests 
with which that party has closer nfftlln- 
tlons. The rebound In United States se- 
curities largely attributed the round fig- 
ures of 10.50 reacUed yesterday In the 
eourse of the long decline, figures which 

have a natural attraction to the speculative 
mind as a culmination for a campaign. 

The market closed rather dull and' weak, 
with Pennsylvania at 112%. only one-quar- 
ter above the lowest. Additional engage- 
ments of gold for import were made in 
London and the further drop in exchange 
bonds were dull and heavy. Total sales, 
par value, $1,545,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on the last '.•all.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria .Meteorological Office, -1th to 10th 
Novell) her, 1003. 
The week has been sctormy and unset- 
tled one, with a great deal of wind and 
rain. It commenced on Wednesday, 4th, 
with a low barometer ana on die Vunrou- 
vei Island coast, and a vast area of high 
barometric pressure in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, the barometer standing at 30.34 
Inches at Battleford. At the same time 
fresh gales prevailed on the outside coast 
off the entrance to the straits and the 
mouth of tlie Clumhhi river. Un Thursday 
tile 5th, tlie storm had Increased In en- 
ergy and a strong easterly gale prevailed 
all ilay on the straits and the parts ad- 
jacent thereto; tin- wind in this locality at- 
taining an hourly velocity of nearly CO 
miles. 

(:u Friday the Oth tlie pressure began to 
Increase over the province and this contin- 
ued until Sunday the 8th, when a fresh 
disturbance appeared off the coast which 
speedily developed, the barometer falling 
to 20.57 Inches by midnight, Cautionary 
Storm signals were displayed here and were 
ordered up at Vancouver and Nannlmo. 
This storm centre quickly passed Into 
Cariboo and tin' temperature being low 
there an overflow of the colder and heav- 
ier air spread down into the warmer regions 
of the const, causing tlie first faP of snow 
which appeared on the Sookc hills on Mon- 
day morning. This storm was followed by 
strong westerly galea on the western coast 
of Vancouver Island and the adjoining 
stales of Washington ami Oregon. On 
Tuesday the 10th, Indications appeared of 
n fresh storci approaching from tlie north- 
ward. This quickly developed and tlie 
week c'osed with a rapidly falling barom- 
eter, ami every Indication of a fall of Bleol 
or snow. Storm signals for a moderate 
gnlc were displayed at Victoria. The rain- 
fall during the week has been heavy and 
especially so In (he adjoining states of 
Washington and Oregon. About six Inches 
.if snow fell ut Barkervlllo and some snow 
fell on the American plateau region In 
Eastern Washington. 

The gales on the coast have been un- 
usually severe, mid extending almost down 
to the Cullfornlan coast. Dawson has hail 
fairly good weather wilh light snowfall, but 
low temperature, reaching on the loth to 
<S below zero. In the Northwest a series 
of storm areas from the west have passed 
through that region, succeeding the high 
barometer urea with which the week open., 
cd. the precipitation has -boon light and 
temperatures have been seasonable. 

At Victoria 8 hours atid 30 minutes of 
bright sunshine were registered; highest

C. P. Klckiners, which ar- 
rived at Seattle from Nome by way of 
Dutch Harbor and Uualuska. Tito Sadie, 
n San Francisco steamer, owned by the 
Northern Commercial Company, undertook 
the hazardous feat of crossing by tho open 
ocean from Unalaska to Cross sound. 
She loft Nome October 21 and sailed sev- 
Junuary ou days later from Unalaska. 'Stic ran out 
through Akutan pass, and thence took up 
ll straight -a-way course for Cape Flattery, 
nearly 1,700 miles distant. Several days 
out a strong southeaster came up and Cap- 
tain Itlckmers concluded to swerve from 
his chosen coarse and put In toward Cross 
sound, heading more particularly for Cape 
Scott. It was hist Wednesday that he en- 
countered u storm that soon whipped into 
northeast gales witli hlgli cross seas. See- 
ing that tlio Sadie could make no headway 
Capt. Kickmers put out a sea anchor or 
drag, a kind of rough Iron frame arrange- 
ment with a conical bag attached, designed 
to keep the vessel from drifting and hold 
her head to sea. This was made fast to 
■the ship with a live-Inch Manila line. Hut 
when the boat's head swung around the 
line parted. Then he let the ship drift, 
meanwhile placing live oil bags over on 
the weatlier side dragging In the water.

Captain Cutler of the Lome stated that 
the gale broke upon him not long after he 
hail left the Roads, The storm was so 
great that It took (tie Lome six hours to 
tow the PortCVlott from the Roads to Dis- 
covery. She next anchored on Monday at 
Kngllsh Bay, and arrived at I'ort Gulcbon 
yesterday morning with her tow.
